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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a portable computer display comprising a housing including a 
top cover and a back cover and a display panel fixed to the housing by a fixing 
members fastened respectively by screws to a left and a right sides of the display panel, 
wherein an upper central edge of said display panel is sandwiched between said top 
and back covers in a thickness direction (claims 1-17); and furthermore said fixing 
members are fixed to the display panel through cushion members (claims 18-42). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

2. Portable computer displays comprising a housing including a top cover 
and a back cover and a display panel sandwiched between them in a thickness 
direction are known in the art. See for example Kato et al (US Patent Application 
Publication 2003/0063230); Ueda et al (US Patent 6,61 1 ,302) or An et al (US Patent 
6,392,724). Portable computer displays comprising a housing and display panel fixed to 
the housing by a fixing members fastened respectively by screws to a left and a right 
sides of the display panel, directly or through cushion members, are also known in the 
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art. See for example Fujimori et al (US Patent 5,379,182) and Cummings et al (US 
Patent 6,233,140). However, examiner has not found any prior art teaching these two 
methods of assembling display panels with display housings being used both 
simultaneously in one structure, and does not see any particular reason to achieve that 
by combining any of the cited above prior art.
